Chairman ,  Ladies  &  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1971, 


Total  live  births  in  the  year  numbered  69,  giving  a  live  birth 
rate  of  11,3  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population.  When  standardised  for 
comparative  purposes  we  get  a  standardised  birth  rate  of  14,6  per 
thousand  standard  population.  The  figure  for  England  and  Wales  is  16, 

The  standardised  birth  rate  continues  the  trend  of  recent  years  of  being 
lower  than  that  for  England  and  Wales, 

Illegitimate  births  amounted  to  6%  of  total  live  births.  This  is 
the  lowest  figure  since  1964,  The  figure  for  England  and  Wales  is  8%, 

To  what  extent  these  low  figures  are  due  to  the  application  of  the 
Abortion  Act  is  not  known. 

There  were  117  deaths  during  the  year.  This  gives  a  death  rate 
of  19,2  per  thousand  of  the  estimated  population.  When  standardised  for 
comparative  purposes  a  death  rate  of  13,8  per  thousand  standard  population 
is  obtained.  The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  11,6  per  thousand 
population.  The  standardised  death  rate  thus  continues  to  be  higher 
than  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales, 

There  were  no  infant  deaths  during  1971 ?  which  is  pleasing  to  note. 

Deaths  from  Cancer  numbered  22  which' .is  4  .fewer  than  last  year 

The  commonest  cause  of  death  in  men  was  Coronary  Type  Heart  Disease 
and  the  next  commonest  was  Malignant  Disease, 

In  women.  Malignant  Disease  was  the  commonest  cause  of  death  with 
Coronary  Type  Heart  Disease  and  Cerebo  Vascular  Disease 9  both  being 
the  second  commonest. 

Nineteen  seventy  one  was  the  first  year  that  immunisation  against 
Rubella  (German  Measles)  was  offered  to  girls  in  the  thirteen  year  old 
age  group.  This  gives  the  girls  an  immunity  which  continues  into  adult 
life  and  will  prevent  them  contracting  the  disease  during  pregnancy. 

The  effects  of  German  Measles  in  pregnancy  are  well  known  -  defects  of 
vision,  heart  defects  and  mental  retardation  being  some  of  the  conditions 
that  are  sometimes  found  in  the  young  child. 
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The  fact  that  the  schoolgirl  may  be  thought  already  to  have  had 
German  Meades  (caught  naturally)  should  not  prevent  her  having  the 
injection y  as  there  are  a  number  of  conditions  which  give  rashes 
similar  to  German  Measles  but  do  not  give  immunity  to  the  diseas e. 

To  change  the  subject  completely,  shellfish  ,  i  L  ch  as  oysters 
which  are  eaten  raw,  should  be  obtained  from  sites  of  known  purity 
of  surroundings  or  should  be  subjected  to  cleansing  in  cleaning 
tanks  with  water  containing  chlorine « 


Other  types  of  shellfish  such  cockles  which  are  caught  along 
many  parts  of  the  coastline  may  show  a  degree  of  contamination 
but  this  is  not  likely  to  cause  trouble  i£  the  shellfish  are  cooked 
adequately  ana  their  subsequent  handling  is  in  a  cleanly  manner0 


A  home  for  the  elderly  provided  by  the  Welfare  Services  has  been 
scheduled  in  the  area  for  the  1975/76  period.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  tnis  will  not  be  lost  sight  of  in  the  ilpheavel  of  re—organisation 
of  Local  Authority  Services. 


I  would  like  to  conclude  by  reminding  the  population  of  Mablethorpe 
and  Sutton  that  their  immunity  from  diseases  such  as  Diptheria  and 
Poliomyelitis  is  only  maintained  by  a  high  immunisation  rate  and 
recommend  that  the  "bread  and  butter"  immunisation  against  Diptheria, 
Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus,  Poliomyelitis  and  Measles  should  continue 
at  a  high  level.  See  your  Doctor  or  attend  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinic 
when  your  baby  is  six  months  old.  (If  you  have  not  already  been 
attending  prior  to  this ) 


Finally  I  would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Long  and  staff  for  all  their 
kind  help  during  the  year. 


I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  for  their  interest  in  the  work  of  the 
Health  Department.

Clinic.  Provisions 

A  Health  Clinic  for  Infants  and  Toddlers  is  provided  where  the 
mother  is  advised  about  the  care  of  the  child  and  where  its  subsequent 
development  can  be  kept  under  review  up  to  the  age  of  5  years,  when  it 
starts  school®  Immunisation  is  provided  against  Diptheria,  Whooping 
Cough  and  Tetanus,  Poliomyelitis  and  Measles®  Also  against  Smallpox 
for  those  who  may  need  it® 

I  would  like  to  thank  Miss  Hutchinson  for  all  her  work  at  the 
Clinic  over  the  years  and  to  wish  her  a  very  happy  retirement® 

At  the  moment  there  is  no  permanent  replacement  for  her  work  but 
the  Health  Visitors  from  neighbouring  areas  are  nobly  coping  with 
this  work  as  well  as  their  own® 

The  Cytology  Clinic  continues  to  be  held  but  it  is  now  on  a 
Thursday  morning  instead  of  a  Wednesday  afternoon® 

At  the  Clinic  a  specimen  is  taken  from  the  neck  of  the  womb  by 
scraping®  From  this  sample  the  laboratory  can  check  whether  the  body 
tissues  in  the  area  are  showing  abnormal  growth®  This  enables  the 
occasional  case  which  is  potentially  malignant  to  be  dealt,  with,  before 
it  has  shown  really  malignant  changes® 

To  be  really  effective,  the  Cytology  examination  should  be  carried 
out  on  all  women  in  the  population,  particurarly  between  the  35-65 
age  group®  To  help  get  a  comprehensive  coverage  of  the  population 
the  District  Nurses  have  been  trained  to  take  the  Cervical  Smears  from 
persons  in  their  own  homes,  when  for  some  particular  reason  they  are 
not  able  to  get  up  to  the  Clinic® 

The  Clinic  is  held  by  a  Doctor  and  patients  at  the  same  time 
are  given  an  examination  of  the  breasts  and  an  internal  examination® 

An  appointment  can  be  made  by  ringing  Mablethorpe  3250  between 
9  and  10  a®m® 
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Mothercraft  and  relaxation  Classes  are  also  provided  at  the  Clinic „ 
Mothers  who  have  attended  these  classes  are  much  better  prepared  to 
deal  with  the  ensuing  pregnancy  and  also  with  the  new  baby  when  it 
arrives  0 

A  chiropody  session  for  the  elderly  is  still  held  weekly  but 
the  day  has  changed  from  a  Wednesday  to  a  Monday  0

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  1971  dealing 
with  the  environmental  health  services  for  inclusion  in  the  Medical 
Officer’s  Annual  Report 0 

In  a  recent  report  I  mentioned  the  upheaval  that  was  likely  when 
Re-Organisation  of  Local  Government  takes  place,  During  the  year 
preparations  have  been  started  and  the  pattern  of  the  future  is  being 
shaped,  much  new  thinking  will  be  called  for  in  the  Public  Health  Field, 
but  given  good  will  and  sensible  co-operation  between  the  affected 
authorities,  a  satisfactory  system  of  Public  Health  Administration 
will  result. 

During  the  year  under  review  a  complete  survey  of  agricultural 
parts  of  the  district  was  made  for  rat  infestations  and  it  is  pleasinq  to 
find  that  co-operation  of  the  Farming  Industry  has  resulted  in  a 
practically  rat  free  area* 

The  Food  Trade  works  hard  to  keep  the  required  hygienic  standards , 
but  in  a  sea-side  resort  they  are  up  against  the  poor  quality  of  available 
labour  during  the  season.  Constant  vigil  and  patience  is  required  to  deal 
with  this  problem. 

The  retirement  of  the  health  visitor  Miss  Po  Hutchinson  has  left 
a  gap  that  will  be  difficult  to  fill  and  I  join  with  the  Medical  Officer 
in  wishing  her  a  very  happy  retirement  and  good  health  in  the  years  to  come, 

I  take  the  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Committee  for  their  continued  support 
throughout  the  year, 

I  sincerely  thank  Dr,  JoE,  Lee  for  his  kindness  and  support,  I  am 
most  grateful  for  the  co-operation  of  the  Chief  Officers  and  staff  during 
the  past  year.

Sewer  Extensions 


Several  lengths  of  new  sewer  have  been  laid  on  the  new  housing 
estates  that  are  being  built 0 

Whilst  work  is  in  hand  on  preparation  of  the  Grift  Bank  sewer 
scheme,  this  is  not  yet  commenced *  This  area  together  with  White 
Row  Lane,  Trusthorpe  should  be  sewered  as  soon  as  practicable,. 

Sewerage  Works 

The  new  works  have  now  been  in  operation  some  twelve  months  and 
generally  speaking  are  producing  a  good  effluent*  Some  teething  troubles 
have  been  experienced  in  the  new  heat  treatment  plant 0  These  difficulties 
are,  however,  being  gradually  overcome * 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  weekly  collection  of  domestic  and  trade  refuse  has  been 
maintained  throughout  the  year*  A  new  refuse  collection  vehicle 
was  introduced  during  the  year,  which  helped  to  maintain  the 
efficient  service*  The  mechanical  equipment  at  the  controlled  tip  is 
now  in  need  of  replacing*  A  new  bulldozer  has  been  ordered  and  is 
expected  to  be  delivered  early  in  1972* 

With  the  building  of  the  Gas  Terminal  at  the  Theddlethorpe  Site  a 
considerable  quantity  of  covering  material  has  been  available*  This  has 
proved  to  be  most  useful* 

Civic  Amenities  Act,  1967 

This  Act  provides  for  the  removal  and  disposal  of  vehicles  abandoned 
on  the  highways  and  private  land*  Owners  of  worn  out  motor  vehicles 
are  encouraged  to  voluntary  bring  these  to  the  tip  at  a  very  nominal  cost* 
Eight  vehicles  have  been  dealt  with  informally*  One  under  the  powers 
provided  in  the  Act* 


The  main  source  of  derelict  vehicles  are  connected  with  the 
local  garages*  These  are-  cleared  from  time  to  time  within  the  trade* 

At  the  moment,  this  is  not  a  serious  problem  in  this  district*

Improvement  Grant  Scheme  being  prepared*  The  Grants  given  are  in

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Council  Housing 

The  number  of  applications  for  Council  houses  remains  approximately 
the  same  as  last  year,  so  does  the  turnover  of  houses.  Again  resulting 
in  a  waiting  period  approximately  two  years  for  normal  cases, 

I  am,  however,  finding  an  increasing  number  of  housing  cases 
being  supported  by  the  Social  Services  Department,  Whilst  we  are 
always  pleased  to  help  these  cases,  regard  must  be  had  to  balance 
between  them  and  the  young  married  people  of  the  town.  The  exchange- 
system  with  other  Local  Authorities  continues  to  be  popular  although 
it  is  tending  to  overload  the;  district  with  aged  people  only  to  be 
supported  by  the  smaller  numbers  of  young  families e  It  will  be 
interesting  to  see  what  the  recent  census  figures  are  in  relation  to  the 
various  age  groups  of  this  Urban  District,  The  amount  of  repairs 
continues  to  be  about  the  same,  although  the  work  involved  has  now  become 
greater  and  more  expensive  due  to  the  ever  increasing  costs  of  labour 
and  materials. 

Moveable  Dwellings 

(a)  The  caravan  industry  has  once  again  played  its  part  in  the  holiday 
scene  throughout  the  district.  Speaking  generally  I  consider  the 
sites  to  be  well  conducted  and  in  general  terms  the  sites  comply  with 
licence  conditions,  however,  a  recent  survey  did  show  certain  items 

in  connection  with  fire  fighting  could  be  improved.  It  would  be 
most  helpful  if  caravan  owners  would  provide  in  each  caravan  a  small 
fire  extinguisher,  then  in  the  case  of  fire  the  following  sequence 
could  take  place, 

1,  Immediate  action  in  the  caravan  by  the  small  extinguisher, 

2,  Use  of  the  site  appliances, 

3,  If  required,  the  Fire  Brigade, 

As  I  have  mentioned  in  previous  reports  that  some  additional  facilities 
should  be  provided  for  the  touring  caravans  and  from  the  experience  gained 
with  the  tenting  problem  this  could  be  best  provided  by  the  Local  Authority, 

(b)  Tents 


The  established  tenting  sites  did  cope  with  the  six  to  seven  hundred 
tents  that  were  stationed  in  the  district,  during  the  peak  periods.  Once 
again  some  overcrowding  did  take  place  at  the  Spring  Bank  Holiday  but  no 
serious  Public  Health  risks  occurred.  I  once  again  stress  the  need  for 
tenters  to  carry  with  them  a  small  fire  extinguisher  and  urge  the  people 
using  tents  not  to  use  the  portable  cooking  appliances  inside  the  tents 0

The  holiday  chalet  development  continues  to  increase ,  resulting 
in  something  like  a  thousand  properties  of  this  type  within  the  district

These  regulations  have  been  complied  with  throughout  the  district* 
There  is,  however 9  a  tendency  for  this  type  of  trader  to  become  slack  in 
provisions  or  hot  water  etc.  ,  on  the  vehicles  unless  constant  attention 
and  reminders  are  sent  to  them* 


Remarks 


The  supervision  of  all  food  premises  and  retail  food  shops  has 
continued  throughout  the  year*  Publicity  material  was  issued  at  the 
beginning  and  end  of  the  season  reminding  owners  and  their  staff  of  their 
responsibility  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.  Inspite  of  this, 

I  am  still  receiving  a  considerable  number  of  complaints  about  mould 
in  food.  Each  case  reported  is  very  carefully  investigated  and  in  one 
case  it  was  necessary  to  take  legal  action*  The  main  problem  in  the 
food  industry  particually  in  a  sea-side  resort  is  the  quality  of  the 
labour  available,  which  on  investigation  has  shown  that  it  has  direct 
bearing '"wholesomeness  of  the  food  supplies  0 

It  is  very  difficult  to  get  untrained  staff  to  understand  proper 
stock  control.  By  the  time  these  people  are  partially  trained,  the  season 
is  over  and  they  leave  the  industry.  However,  taking  the  overhaul  picture, 
the  food  trade  in  this  District  tries  very  hard  to  comply  with 
Regulations  and  I  have  always  found  them  most  co-operative  in  any 
suggestions  that  are  made  to  improve  conditions.
